Explanation  of  Major  Changes: 

The  major  changes  reflected  on  schedule  22  reflected  the  inclusion  in  the  current 
projection  of  programmed  amounts  generally  consistent  with  the  announced  long  range  program 
of  this  Bureau  entitled  "Programs  for  the  Public  Lands  and  Resources"  which  was  issued  in 
May  1962.  The  very  rapid  acceleration  of  soil  and  moisture  conservation  work  contemplated 
in  that  program  subsequently  has  been  reinforced  by  the  adoption  of  the  "project  approach" 
to  public  land  rehabilitation.   Similarly  the  recent  announcement  of  a  larger  allowable  cut 
for  the  O&C  and  other  forest  lands  in  Western  Oregon  will  lead  to  a  more  extensive  program 
of  forest  management  on  a  continuing  basis.  Related  requirements  for  cadastral  survey, 
construction  and  maintenance  of  access  roads,  buildings,  and  facilities  also  must  keep  pace 
with  the  growth  in  the  basic  resource  programs. 

Expenditure  estimates  for  fiscal  years  1963  and  1964,  as  shown  in  the  projection 
of  June  28,  1962,  are  entirely  inadequate.   Because  of  the  substantial  requirements  within 
NOA  for  this  Bureau  to  meet  the  various  payments  to  States  and  counties,  expenditures  for 
a  great  portion  of  the  total  for  this  Bureau  are  coincident  with  obligations.  Additional 
projected  expenditures  for  fiscal  years  1965,  1966,   and  1967,  primarily  relate  to  the 
additional  amounts  shown  for  new  obligational  authority  to  accelerate  the  various  resource 
programs . 

The  current  projection  of  end  year  employment  shows  a  rather  dramatic  increase  in 
employment.  Because  of  the  seasonal  nature  of  the  work  of  this  agency,  great  benefit  can 
be  derived  from  the  use  of  substantial  numbers  of  temporary  and  seasonal  workers  during  the 
late  spring,  summer,  and  early  fall  months  to  perform  conservation  work  in  the  field.  Thus, 
a  projection  of  end  year  employment  includes  these  large  numbers  of  seasonal  workers 
anticipated  to  be  on  board  as  of  June  30  of  each  year.  Projected  requirements  for  permanent 
personnel  increase  at  a  much  slower  rate.

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INTRODUCTORY  STATEMENT 

The  Bureau  of  land  Management  is  responsible  for  the  conservation,  management  and  development  of 
some  kJJ   million  acres  of  the  Nation's  public  lands.  This  includes  the  168  million  acre  national 
land  reserve  located  in  27  States,  plus  some  309  million  acres  of  other  federally  owned  lands, 
most  of  which  are  located  in  Alaska. 

In  addition,  the  Bureau  administers  mining  and  mineral  leasing  on  other  federal!/  owned  lands,  on 
former  Federal  lands  where  minerals  have  been  reserved  in  public  ownership,  and  on  the  submerged 
lands  of  the  Outer  Continental  Shelf. 

The  work  of  the  Bureau  produces  revenue  from  various  sources  which  is  distributed  as  follows:

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PROGRAM  AND  PERFORMANCE 
Management  of  Lands  and  Resources 

1#  Lease  and  disposal  of  lands  and  mineral  resources.  -  Applications  are  acted  upon  for  all 
types  of  land  use  and  for  lease  of  mineral  resources,  principally  oil  and  gas.  A 
comprehensive  inventory  of  land  resources  and  field  investigations  are  made  in  order  to 
determine  the  best  use  of  the  resources  and  classify  the  lands  accordingly.  General 
information  is  disseminated  to  the  public,  including  information  contained  in  the  land 
records  which  are  being  modernized.  The  increase  in  196^  will  provide  for  acceleration 
of  the  comprehensive  inventory  of  the  public  lands,  improved  records  service  to  the 
public,  recreation  planning,  and  increased  trespass  control. 

2   Management  of  grazing  lands.  -  The  178  million  acres  of  public  lands  available  for  grazing 
*    Which  are  used  by  approximately  29,000  stockmen  are  managed  and  protected.  Proper  manage- 
ment of  these  lands  provides  protection  from  fire,  erosion,  overuse,  unseasonal  use  and 
trespass,  thereby  perpetuating  forage  resources.  The  increase  in  l96h   will  accelerate 
the  conduct  of  resource  inventories  and  the  adjudication  of  grazing  privileges  and  will 
increase  attention  to  multiple-use  management  of  the  public  lands. 

S   Forestry.  -  A  total  of  k6   million  acres  of  commercial  forest  lands  and  llU  million  acres 

of  woodland-type  lands  are  managed.  The  196^  program  includes  the  sale  of  1.383  ^lon 
hoard  feet  of  timber  for  anticipated  receipts  of  $35.5  million.  The  increase  in  1964 
will  provide  for  increased  sales,  improved  management,  and  accelerated  reforestation. 

k.      Cadastral  surveys.  -  Surveys  are  performed  to:   locate  and  identify  legal  boundaries  of 
lands  under  application  for  lease  or  disposal,  including  submerged  lands  on  the  Outer 
Continental  Shelf;  assist  in  the  management  of  forest  and  range  lands;  provide  legal 
descriptions  needed  by  other  Federal  agencies;  and  to  permit  States  to  obtain  title  to 
lands  granted  them  by  law.  The  increase  in  196^  will  provide  for  additional  surveys  in 
Western  States  and  in  Alaska. 
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5.  Soil  and  moisture  conservation.  -  Public  lands  in  critical  condition  from  erosion  are 

conserved  and  rehabilitated  and  restored  to  productivity.  Cooperative  programs  will 
continue  with  other  agencies  in  river  "basin  areas.  The  increase  in  196k   is  to 
accelerate  this  program  and  to  provide  for  second  year  requirements  of  the  Vale, 
Owyhee,  Beowawe,  and  Rio  Puerco  Projects. 

6.  Fire  suppression.  -  Fires  are  fought  which  are  on  or  threatening  lands  under  the 

jurisdiction  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management.  During  the  first  3  months  of  fiscal 
year  1963  over  171,000  acres  were  burned  and  costs  of  suppression  were  in  excess  of 
$1.6  million.  A  supplemental  appropriation  for  1963  is  anticipated  under  Proposed  for 
separate  transmittal. 

7.  Maintenance  of  physical  facilities.  -  Physical  maintenance  is  provided  for  about  350 

structures  used  as  storehouses,  equipment  shelters,  fire  crew  barracks  and  similar 
purposes.  The  increase  in  196^  will  provide  for  increasing  costs  of  current  and 
deferred  maintenance  and  for  maintenance  requirements  resulting  from  construction  of 
additional  facilities. 

8.  Maintenance  of  access  roads.  -  Maintenance  is  provided  for  access  roads  on  Coos  Bay 

Wagon  Road  grant  lands  and  on  the  public  lands.  The  increase  in  196^  will  provide  for 
the  initiation  of  repair  work  to  restore  roads  to  usable  condition  and  minimum  current 
maintenance  work. 

9.  Weed  control.  -  Areas  infested  by  halogeton,  Medusa  rye  host  plants  to  the  beet  leafhopper, 
'  and  other  poisonous  and  noxious  weeds  are  treated.  The  increase  in  196I+  will  provide  for 

expanded  research  into  weed  problems  and  control  techniques, 

10.  General  administration.  -  Executive  direction  is  provided  and  services  such  as  accounting, 
personnel  administration,  procurement,  budgeting,  management  analysis,  and  internal 
auditing  are  performed  in  support  of  the  programs  of  the  Bureau.  The  increase  in  196^ 
will  provide  more  adequate  staffing  for  administrative  activities  consistent  with  the 
expansion  of  Bureau  programs.

The  bill  authorizes  $2  million 
for  fiscal  year  196*1-  and  $i  million  in  fiscal  year  1965.  The  fund  authorized  would  permit 
construction  of  over  300  miles  of  road  in  fiscal  year  1964  and  about  630  miles  in  fiscal  year  1965.
